Applicants rely on the gene amplification assay for the gene encoding the PRO1097 polypeptide. It is the position of the Office that the 
c ene amplification assay is not sufficient to impart a significant and substantial utility on the PRO polypeptide and claimed cognate 
£ ntibody. A specific benefit to the public does not exist in the current form because the skilled artisan would not know if the expression of 
the PRO polypeptide would be upregulated, downregulated, or unchanged after amplification of the gene, and thus would not be able to 
connect the PRO polypeptide to a cancer. There would also be no reason to detect the PRO1097 polypeptide with the claimed antibody. 
Until some actual and specific function can be attributed to PRO1097, the instant invention is incomplete. 
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
